the quarter beginning July I and end­ 
ing September 30 this year than dur­ 
ing the same period a year ago, the 
quarterly report of W. C. Storrick, 
superintendent of guides, made pub­ 
lic today, discloses. 
During the quarter from July I to 
September 30, 1926, 73,781 tourists 
were conducted over the field in charge 
of guides as compared with 70,727 
for the quarter which ended Septem­ 
ber 30, last. 
The sesquicentennial 
in 
Philadel­ 
phia last summer and b itte r busi­ 
ness conditions generally throughout 
the United States last year than this 
are held by Mr. Storrick and guides 
as being responsible for the greater 
volume of business for guides during 
the sum m er of 1926 than during the 
season which colsed with the last of 
September this year. 
Although guide business was con­ 
siderably less during the last quarter 
than in the corresponding period last 
year, it was considerably above the 
preceding quarter which began April 
I and closed June 30. Mr. Storrick 
said. 
On the basis that one tourist in 
every six takes a guide with him over 
the battlefield, Mr. Storrick has esti­ 
mated th a t there were 424,362 tour­ 
ists without guides on the field during 
the q u a rte r which just ended, or an 
estimated total of 495,089 persons. 
Of the IOO guides enrolled, 99 oper­ 
ated during the last quarter. 
17,479 
trips of t wo hours or more were made 
by the guides, and only 642 trips of 
less than two hours. 
For 458 short 
trips, guides received $2 and for 183 
short trips they received $3, according 
to Mr. Storrick's report.
